2 . files of this office reflect toe following information concern* 
i tha subject of your request • In a report dated It Rovnbar 1 .Ay fron 
the ttepertnsnt of tbs Army, frocu e:. untested source, content evaluation 
'probably true", it was stated that on tbe night of 0 or 7 November l<jA>, 
six Ukrainian partisans, three aen, one of wheel was Michael SAVCMCAK, and 
throe women, crossed tbs Csecb border near Hals. During this crossing, the 
party was approached by two members of tbe SIB (Ctech State Security Folios) 
who lsuediately opened fire with their weapons. Tbs partisans who were armed, 
returned toe fire, killing one of tbs SIB personnel end wounding the other 
nun. On the coming of 7 November iyh&, the partisan band was apprehended 

by the German Border Police, and sent to Tlrsehenreuth, Germany, to await 
disposition for illegal border crossing and illegal possession of weapons.

Nationalists) . According to a confessed Polish agent, hie novas while in 
Poland were reported systematically to tbe Polish Intelligence Derviae by 
e number of Ukrainian girls working for the Polish service, and It was sus- 
pected that he hlswelf had been recruited by that service. In the eutian 
of lyky, b» brought two confessed recruits of the Polish Intelligence Senrloe 
out of Poland, one of whom subsequently became hie wifi. Be ns convicted of
